Talks To Kiwanians 


TRIBUTE PAID TO AMERICAN 
FLAG ‘ 


There was quite a drop-off in 
attendance at the Kiwanis meet- 
ing Wednesday, however those 
present enjoyed an_ interesting 
and timely address by Judge 
Butterfieid of Mt. Pleasant. 
Judge Butterfield, at the request 
of some of the members, talked 
on the subject of oil and oil land 
leases. He is an attorney for 


some of the large oil companies. 


operating in Mt. Pleasant and 


other parts of the country. 


Next Friday is National Flag 
day and appropriate to the oc- 
casion President Clippert gave a 
resume of the history of our flag 
and of some of the principles for 
which it stands. He said the 
following: 

Our National Symbol 

On July 4, 1776 the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed 
in Philadelphia and the united 
colonies having broken by that 
act all the ties that bound them 
to England, became an independ- 
ent nation of the U. S. of A. It 
was necessary therefore to adopt 
a new flag. 

Tradition says that in the lat- 
ter part of May, 1777, George 
Washington and 
Col. Ross called on 
Betsy Ross in Phila- 
delphia to makea 
flag that they had 
designed. They kept 
the 13. stripes, al- 
ternate red and white of the 
Grand Union but replaced the 
Union Jack by a blue field bear- 
ing 13 white stars. 

The birthday of the flag is 
June 14, 1777. Congress passed 
this resolution: 

To gather in honor of our flag 
is to gather for a noble purpose. 
Periodically we need to consid- 


er the ideals for which it floats: 


above us: democracy, 

justice, opportunity. 
The flag is ever a symbol of 

our nation, and we cannot dis- 


liberty, 


sociate it from our national life. | 


If all our flag stands for is 


military victory we may be sure! 


it will disappear as other sym- 
bols of military strength. The 
flag of Hohenzollern and militar- 
istic Germany is gone. The 
standard of the Roman empire, 
the eagle, has gone. 

As we honor our flag we hon- 
or the mighty principles which 
it represents. Today as ever, we 


face the difficult problem of, 
keeping our flag a symbol of | 
democracy. We must hold dear 


the freedom of the press and the 
freedom of speech—they are the 
foundation of our liberty. 

We cannot force people to hon- 


or our flag. We may force them. 


to go thru the form of honoring 
it, but such honor will be at 
best a hollow mockery if people 
do not love it for what it means. 

Love of the flag is like the 
love of one’s mother in this re- 
spect. If a mother gives her 
child her tender love and care 
she may expect to receive in re- 
turn the love and respect of her 


‘child. But if she is one of the 
few who dislikes her chiid she 
will probably never have its 
love. She may whip it into 
obedience but she can never 
secure its respect by force. 

If our nation or any other na- 
tion fails to remain just, if it 
stands no longer for life, liberty 
and the pursuit of lwappiness, 
but for militarism, tyranny, and 
repression, no army can save it. 

Our flag should be prized as 
la heritage of a free people. It 
has inspired ideals which have 
made men willing to suffer and 
die tor what it represents.
